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POST and OPINION Makes Nationwide Survey 





Cautious Optimism Seen on Prospects 
For Adequate Funds for Rumanian Exodus 


NEW YORK (P-O)—Will Jew- 
ish communities throughout the 
U. S. respond with contributions 
large enough to permit Israel to 
absorb the large influx of Jews 
from behind the Iron Curtain? 

IN ORDER to try to find the 
answer to this question, The 
POST and OPINION asked its 
reporters around the country to 
see what impact news of the 
opening of the gates of another 
Iron Curtain country might be 
having on forthcoming annual 
Spring drives for funds. 

POST and OPINION reporters 
in each locality queried the pro- 
fessionals at the heads of the 
federations, and inquired from 
local lay leaders generally about 
the prospects for increased giv- 
ing. 

(A SIMILAR survey of the 
three large local communities 
where drives are already well 
underway—-Detroit, Houston, and 
Miami—showed some _ response, 
but hardly adequate to meet the 
tremendous needs (P-O, Feb. 6). 

The city by city survey re- 
vealed a great determination to 
meet the emergency need, but 
did not seem to show the kind 
of enthusiasm and excitement 
which would indicate that the 
tremendous funds needed this 
year would be forthcoming. 


Akron Optimistic

AKRON, O. (P-O) — Jewish 
leaders in Akron are optimistic 
that 1959 will see increased giv- 
ing, particularly because of the 
flood of Rumanian refugees into 
Israel ara the resultant prob- 
lems. 

Fund-raisers are geared for a 
record drive which will get start- 
ed in April with the campaign 
proper being launched in May. 

Last year Akron raised $440,- 
000 for Jewish causes of which 
$291,000 went to the United JeW- 
ish Appeal. 

“We hope to top that by a 
considerable margin,” said Na- 
than Pinsky, executive director 
of the Jewish Welfare Fund of 
Akron. 


Baltimore Goal Up 20%

BALTIMORE (P-O) — Spokes- 
man for the Baltimore Associat- 
ed Jewish Charities said this 
week that its goal this year will 
be 20 per cent higher than last 
year. 

The drive is just getting un- 
derway here. Goals are $2,780,000 
for local use and $1,165,000 for 
the rescue fund. This rescue fund 
figure is same goal as in 1957 
when aid was being given Egyp- 
tian Jews. The figure for 1958 
Was approximately half of that. 

A Jewish charities spokesman 
said that the impact of needs of 
the Rumanians is just beginning 
to be felt as articles appear in 
the daily and Jewish press. He 
said that when the needs of the 
Egyptians was explained in 1957 
the people responded’ wonder- 
fully. 


Too Late for Johnstown 
JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (P-O)—The 





complete story of the influx of 
Rumanian Jews into Israel came 
too late to have any effect on 
giving here for the 1958-59 cam- 
paign. The initial gifts meeting 
was held Nov. 4 and the com- 
munitywide meeting was held 
Nov. 30. To all intents and pur- 
poses, the campaign was com- 
pleted by the latter date; action 
since then being concentrated on 
“cleaning up” the smaller pledges 
which had not been secured at 


the general meeting. 
Dr. Meyer Bloom, campaign 
chairman, said the Rumanian 


exodus, of which only prelimi- 
nary reports were received dur- 
ing campaign time, had no in- 
fluence on the drive. The amount 
pledged this year—$130,000 in 
round figures—s almost identical 
with the amount pledged in the 
previous campaign. 

Dr. Bloom doubts that there 
will be a special campaign in 
Johnstown; points out that these 
have met with small success in 
previous years. 


$480,000 Added To Goal 

KANSAS CITY (P-O) — Fol- 
lowing the nationwide closed 
circuit telephone hookup which 
kicked off this year’s United 
Jewish Appeal, the Greater Kan- 
sas City UJA goal was set at 
a million and a half dollars, 
$480,000 more than last year’s. 

“The Rumanian Jewish exodus 
is primarily the reason for our 
larger goal this year,” Abe L. 
Sudran, director of the Jewish 
Federation, said. “We have a 
positive feeling about this cam- 
paign, which will not require 
more donors but rather larger 
gifts. 

“Already there have been sev- 
eral substantial gifts made. One 
of our largest givers approached 
us after the telephone hookup to 
make his pledge. ‘I want you to 
know I’m giving more,’ he said.” 


See Tremendous Impact 

LOS ANGELES (P-O) — The 
Los Angeles United Jewish Wel- 
fare Fund expects the Ruman- 
ian situation to have a “tre- 
mendous impact” on the 1959 
campaign, Julius Bisno, UJWF 
executive director, told The 
POST and OPINION, 


In fact, the special and ad- 
vance gifts meetings that have 
been held to date revealed a 
grasp on the part of this com- 
munity’s Jewish leaders of the 
magnitude and seriousness of 
the problem—plus a desire to 
ao something about it, the Wel 
fare Fund official added. 

One factor that has had pow- 
erful impact on local thinking 
is the dramatic fact-finding mis- 
sion on which Dr. Max Wm. Bay, 
chairman of the 1959 Welfare 
Fund campaign embarked sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

Dr. Bay, accompanied by Jo- 
seph D. Shane, UJWF campaign 
cabinet member (treasurer) flew 
to Europe and spent four days 
in Vienna. They talked to hun- 
dreds of Rumanian Jews who 
were arriving from Bucharest.

Goal Is Trebled

Clarence Judah, executive di- 
rector of the Louisville Confer- 
ence of Jewish Organizations, 
said that indications from a num- 
ber of big givers were that they 
intend to do everything possible 
to meet these increased obliga- 
tions.”

Not Campaign Gimmick

OKLAHOMA CITY (P-O) — 
Hope that Oklahoma Cityans 
will believe “what is happening 
in Rumania is real, and not a 
campaign gimmick,” was ex- 
pressed by Julius Graber, direc- 
tor of the Oklahoma City Jewish 
Community Council, as he an- 
nounced completion of the cam- 
paign organization for the drive 
scheduled here in April. 


“There are two factors in our 
favor here,” Graber said. “Busi- 
ness generally in Oklahoma City 
was good last year, especially 
the retail business, although the 
oil people didn’t do quite as well 
as usual, and the scrap business 
was spotty. The only people who 
really suffered here were those 
on fixed salaries, 


“And sceondly, we’re lucky to 
have a ‘youth movement’ in our 
UJA organization this year— 
we'll have as co-chairmen with 
Chairman Justin Gardner five or 
six young men under 40. It’s 
interesting that these younger 
men, who know about Europe 
only through their parents and 
grandparents, and who we were 
afraid wouldn’t get to work in 








Flow Resumes As 100 
| Leave Rumania 
| : Daily 


VIENNA (P-O)—The re- 
sumption of emigration of 
Jews from Rumania _ has 
started the wheels of the 
whole reception and trans- 
ference system to humming 
again. 

The average rate of new- 
comers from behind the Iron 
Curtain country is 100 a 
day, although on Monday 
last week 250 reacheg here. 

Newcomers tel] newspap- 
ermen here of the tense, 
fearful condition of Ruman- 
ian Jewry, as an_ entire 
population is on the move. 

The conditions under 
which Jews are leaving are 
hardly humane, but no one 
is protesting officially, lest 
the flow be cut off. 

No one here can explain 
why for a matter of more 
than two weeks (P-O, Feb. 
20) the emigration was 
abruptly halted. 

More than 100,000 Jews 
have registered for emigra- 
tion. Immediately on doing 
so they lose their jobs and 
their apartments, They must 
pay all outstanding personal 
indebtedness, give up all 
their furniture and jewelry, 
and even their college dip- 
lomas.

Council Asks 
State Dep’t To 
Halt Exodus 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Con. 
sternation was expressed here 
by leaders of the organized 
Jewish community over the 
move of the American Counci! 
for Judaism’s Washington chap- 
ter to challenge the State De 
partment to act in the case of 
Jews escaping from behind the 
Iron Curtain. 

IN A LETTER to the editor 
of the Washington Post, Max J. 
Fischer, chairman of the Coun- 
cil’s Washington chapter, called 
on the State Department to 
take a stand on Jewish immi- 
gration to Israel. 

Fischer charged that the State 
Department cannot continue “to 
evade its own_ responsibilities 
in this regard by contending 
that this is somehow an intra- 
mural Jewish question.” 

THE LETTER asserted that 
“nothing less than the most 
crucial interests of the U. S. 
and the free world are at stake.’ 

Fischer’s position in the letter 
was that “some Americans — 
both Jews and Christians—in 
dicate a willingness to play the 
Soviet game in the Middle East 
by calling for ever - increasing 
emigration to Israel and by 
hoping for the expulsion of 
Jews from Iron Curtain coun- 
tries.”

THE RACE IS ON BETWEEN

HAIFA—There is a peculiar ambivalence in 
‘official policy here with regard to public discus- 
sion of immigration to Israel from Eastern Europe. 
When large numbers of Jews began to arrive in 
Israel from Poland about two years ago the fact 
was One of the most widely known “secrets” in 
the country. The new arrivals 
Were coming by the tens of thou- 
sands. Their presence was obvious 
in the streets of every city. Yet 
the local press would report the 
events only in terms something 
like the following: “A ship ar- 
rived at Haifa port yesterday 
bringing 400 immigrants. Of these 
eight were from Egypt, two from 
Denmark, four from France and 
the remainder from elsewhere in

Europe.” 


WHOM WERE they trying to fool? The Polish 
government knew these people were coming. Surely 
it was no secret from Russia. The excessive caution 
was all the more ludricrous inasmuch as Mr. Ben- 
Gurion himself soon thereafter delivered several 
public addresses in which he discussed the possi- 
bility of even greater immigration coming from 
Eastern Europe, inferring that Jews from the Seviet 
Union mjght be next. 


Not long ago Haaretz reported on conversations 
with certain unnamed Eastern European diplomats 
in Israel.” The latter said, in effect: “Why this 
double talk? We know you mean Russia.” What 
disturbed the diplomats was only the fear that 
Israel might seek to encourage immigration from 


Communist countries illegally, and against the 
wishes of the ‘government concerned. 

THIS, OF COURSE, has not been the case. 
The present large-scale emigration of Jews from 
Rumania has been made possible only with the 
full consent and approval of the Rumanian gov- 


* ernment. Indeed, observers here have not hesitated 


to point out that the departures are taking place 
with the positive encouragement of the govern- 
ment, and there have been several attempts to ex- 
plain why Rumania is anxious to lose so many of 
its Jewish citizens. 

It is estimated that about a quarter of a mil- 
lion Jews are still in Rumania. 

Early estimates as to the number of Jews 
expected here this year were up to 50,000. Later 
the figure was increased to 80,000, and not long 
ago responsible government officials declared that 
the total might reach 100,000: 

AND THE OTHER day Mr. Ben-Gurion was 
quoted in the daily- press here as saying: “There 
is reason to believe that if we absorb the present 
wave of 250,000 to 300,000 immigrants, the gates 
will be opened to the greatest concentration of Jews 
in the Old World.” 

As planeloads and boatloads of these new ar- 
rivals have begun to arrive with some regularity, 
it is possible already to form an early opinion on 
the nature of this aliya, and to compare it with 
some of the other waves of immigration in recent 
years. There are none of the difficulties which con- 
fronted Israel in trying to absorb the immigrants 
coming from Moslem lands. These are a relatively 
well educated, cultured people. Unlike the Polish 
Jews who came last year, their Jewish conscious- 


ness is much more intense. Intermarriages seem 
to be extremely rare. These are not semi-assimilated 
Jews. They all speak Yiddish. Many of them are 
religiously observant. They come with a prior warm, 
emotional attachment to Israel. 

THEY ARE able-bodied men and women, with 
few aged or sick. Further, they bring with them 
talents and skills which are needed in the country. 
They are barbers, waiters, musicians, carpenters, 
locksmiths, painters, glaziers, technicians, machin- 
ists, light and heavy industrial workers. There are 
relatively few doctors, dentists, pharmacists, chem- 
ists, engineers — professions which predominated 
among the Poles. In short, both physically and 
psychologically this is being hailed as one of the 
most valuable aliyas of the past decade. 

They are so far from being communists that 
they are unwilling to consider life in a kibbutz; 
it is too much like the Soviet commmes to suit 
them, and all attempts to explain tie difference 
have so far been unavailing. 

ONE OF THE great difficulties is the fact that 
they come with only a very limited baggage. Where- 
as many of the Poles brought crates of their pos- 
sessions, the Rumanians must leave behind all ex- 
cept what they can carry. Yet this has not dampened 
their enthusiasm. 

If they can be provided with housing, and if 
the national economy will provide work, these Ru- 
manian Jews will be absorbed and integrated more 
quickly than any other group since the creation 
of Israel. So long as they are permitted to come, 
Israel must be prepared to receive them, no matter 
what the conditions, and already the authorities 
fear that tents and tin shacks mgiht have to be 
pressed into service once again. The race is on.

| NEW YORK (P-O) — Middle 
Income camps sponsored by edu- 
cational institutions will  in- 
crease; philanthropic-run camps 
are expanding their operations, 
and private camps today offer 
more Jewish content.

The Jewish Agency for Is- 
rael cites the growth of the “Is- 
rael Summer Institute” as but 
one example of the tremendous 
interest in such trips. 

The Agency says it has ex- 
panded its services to accommo- 
date better than 700 young 
adults, and 300 applicants have 
been turned away this season 
because of limiteq facilities in 
Israel.

over the world only because of 
the remarkable success of our 
past programs.” 


WHEN SCHENKER refers to 
the “remarkable success” of the 
summer institute over the 11 
years since its conception, he is 
discussing a project which in- 
cludes field trips, actual integra- 
tion into the life of a kibbutzim, 
an introduction te Hebrew, and 
visits to the major urban cen 
ters, cultural attractions, and 
religious shrines of the land. 

The itinerary is orienteq to- 
ward high school seniors and 
students of college age. 

No_ ideological indoctrination 
or preparation is practiced by 
the agency. 

“OF COURSE, 
sponsoring groups, like Bnei 
Akiva or Young Judaea, hold 
short training courses before the 
tour, but we at the Jewish 
Agency don’t feel this is really 
necessary,” says Schenker. 

“The Zionist program  pre- 
pares the student 12 months a 
year,” he added. 

Subsidization by the Agency 
varies from country to country. 
In the U. S. it finances one-third 


some of the 





of the individual’s expenditures. 
But in a country like Sweden, 
with less financial resources 
and a smaller Jewish popula- 
tion, the Agency’s contribution 
may cover as much as 80 per 
cent of tl 4 outlay. 


IT SHGULD cost an Ameri- 
can student about $895 to par- 
ticipate in the summer institute. 

Bodies joining in the summer 
tour range in structure and con. 
tent from the Boy Scouts of 
America to the National Feder- 
ation of Temple Youth. 

As far as the composition of 
each group permits, the tour 
is co-educational. 

The American delegation is 
divided evenly within the age 
bracket of 16 to 25.

Hebrew-Speaking Camps in U.S. 
Grow to Nine, from One in 1941 


By PAUL FREIREICH 

Hebrew camping has Come a 
long way from 1941 when there 
was only one Hebrew-speaking 
camp in the United States. To- 
day, there are nine such camps 
in the U. S., plus three in 
Canada. 

THE FIRST attempt at He- 
brew summer camping was made 
about 1929, when Dr. Simon 
Benderly founded Camp Achvalh 
for students of high-school age. 
The camp was successful fer 
several seasons until Dr. Bend- 
erly was farced to leave because 
of financial difficulties. His de 
parture resulted in a _ discon- 
tinuation of the camp’s Hebrew 
content.

BRING BEN-GURION TO U.S. 


If the survey of Jewish communities in this issue is 
accurate it reveals that U. S. Jewry evidently has not 
been moved sufficiently by the miracle of the Rumanian 
exodus, 


EDITORIALISTS have pointed out that the fund- 
raisers may have exhausted their vocabularies in describ- 
ing ordinary circumstances in past years when it seemed 
that just caring for Jews in Israel was not evoking a 
ficw of funds. So much so that the ery of “wolf” when 
the wolf really is there goes unheeded. 

Another astute observerer of the U. S. Jewish scene 
has asserted (privately) that if giving in the U. S. Jewish 
community in 1959 is to reach anywhere close to filling 
the needs, what is imperative is some sacrificial giving 
on the part of the top wealth in the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity. 

WHEN ONE family gave $500,000 to the UJA, and 
many other gifts almost as munificent were announced, 
this was the spark that set the Jewish community afire, 
and raised sums as high as $150 million in one year. 

All these observations no doubt have considerable 
validity. 

IN THIS PAPER’S estimation, there hasn’t been time 
enough for the impact of the Rumanian situation to seep 
down into the U. S. Jewish community. The United Jew- 
ish Appeal is hampered in reaching the U. S. Jewish 
community because there is no means for doing so through 
the inadequate communication system of the Jewish com- 
munity, such as the Jewish press and the pulpit. Evidently 
the use of the general press has been ruled out because of 
the ticklish political situation in any Iron Curtain country. 

Faced by these disabilities, the UJA has thus far not 
been able to come up with anything dramatic enough 
that will cause the dollars to flow in adequate amounts. 


PERHAPS Ben-Gurion should be brought to the U. S. 
quickly for a series of major addresses. His appearance 
theoughout the U. S. Jewish community would certainly 
awaken U. S. Jewry. Nothing less, it seems to us at this 
point, will suffice. 


HAIL DR. SACHAR 


There probably never will be a happier and more 
fortuitous circumstance than that which 10 years ago 
brought Dr. A. L. Sachar to the helm of a newly-founded 
Jewish supported university. 

THE IDEA OF a Jewish-supported non-sectarian uni- 
versity in America had been broached time after time, 
and even argued in the pages of The POST and OPINION 
15 and 20 years ago. 

When land became available at a defunct veterinarian 
college at Waltham, near Boston, the immediate problem 
was to find someone of sufficient stature who would be 
courageous enough to accept the challenge to head the insti- 
tution and mold it in its important first years. 

DR. ABRAM L. Sachar, who had devoted his life to 
building the vast network of Hillel foundations, had re- 
tired to well-deserved rest and study in California as one 
of the U. S.’s leading Jews. 

Called back to take over the reins of the one-building, 
student-less .and faculty-less school, Dr. Sachar responded. 

WITH HIS tremendous energy and imagination and 
devotion to the cause of learning, in a matter of 10 short 
years he has built Brandeis university into an institu- 
tion which will rival any on the American continent, 
given the proper amount of time. On the occasion of his 
60th birthday, Dr. Sachar was honored last week at a 
banquet in New York City. 

Those who like to ridicule American Jewish life might 
try to laugh this one off. 


CLEANSING THE COMMUNITY 


The criticism on this page of the indiscriminate cita- 
tions in the Jewish community to almost anyone is be- 
ginning finally to yield results. 

PHILIP KLUTZNICK, president of B’nai B'rith, picked 
up the theme, and has added the weight of his voice to 
this violation of good taste in the American Jewish com- 
munity. 

Several weeks ago The POST and OPINION printed 
an item of two rabbis who both maintained that this 
rewarding of people for other purposes than that which 
the citation conveyed—in most cases raising of funds— 
was a desecration which had brought the practice to a 
state of ludicrousness. 

NOW THE JEWISH community council of Metropoli- 
tan Boston, with the recent Brotherhood Week in mind, 
has issued a similar statement. 

The Boston group said that inherent in the practice 
were at least three evils: 

1) Men, rather than issues, will become the central 
theme of such functions; 

2) Honors may be awarded to people widely known 
for political activities rather than to those genuinely and 
conscientiously interested in specific communal programs, 
especially strengthening mutual respect; 

3) Persons whose past records have actually reflected 
intolerance may be selected for current awards. 

IN TIME, given honest criticism, the Jewish com- 
munity will cleanse itself of many of the practices foisted 
on it by those who sought some temporary advantage but 
failed to consider what they were doing to community 
self-respect. 
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William Zukerman is publisher of The 
Jewish Newsletter, which is legitimately an 
anti-Zionist publication, but is also the most 
despicable Jewish publication in the U. S. even 
more so than the American Council for Ju- 
daism media. 

THE COUNCIL is openly anti-Zionist, and 
although for several years it shied away from 
this appellation, it now openly admits that 
it opposes Zionism. 

The Newsletter hides behind the concept 
of a free press to spin its anti-Israel web, and 
entices quite a few respectable citizens to 
pay it respect when it deserves only con- 
tumely. 

AT PRESENT the paper is seeking to 
prove a thesis that the Rumanian exodus is 
the Zionist device of ridding entire nations 
of their Jewry come home to roost. If this 
theory persists, The Newsletter holds, Jews 
will be welcome nowhere, and Jews instead 
of fighting in their homelands for what is 
right will flee to Israel instead. 

This is a nefarious, devious concoction 
of a diseased mind, as we shall presently 
show, but such a one as Norman Thomas 
picks up the theory and expounds it in the 
current issue of the Newsletter. 

NOW LET US examine the matter. 

The theory that a Jewish community, be- 
cause it is oppressed, should not take flight 
is a valid one. There are always forms of 
prejudice everywhere, and Jews and others 
should engage in the battle for the eventual 
victory of freedom. 

THIS THEORY has validity, and most 
Jewisa thinkers would concede that Jews like 
other oppressed peoples, and especially Jews 
because of their historic role in this fight, 
shou'd not run away now that there is an 
Israel.

But let us apply this theory to Nazi Ger- 
many. 


OR IF THE example is. too obvious, let 
us apply it to Morocco, or to most North 
African countries, where if discrimination and 
prejudice is not the principal evil under which 
Jews live, poverty and disease most certainly 
are. 

And now let us apply it to Rumania or 
for that matter to any Iron Curtain country, 

SHOULD THE 250,000 Jews stay in Ru- 
mania or should they escape to freedom and 
Israel? The theory properly advocated should 
draw the line at countries where Jews have 
no forseeable future. 

But Zukerman would say stay where you 
are regardless, 


THE EXODUS from Rumania is a little 
too recent for accurate analysis of what the 
true motives of the Rumanian authorities were 
in releasing her Jews. But at this point, the 
economic one seems dominant. Now that Ru- 
mania is training her own doctors and tech- 
nicians, she prefers that the available jobs 
and homes go to non-Jews rather than the 
Jews, although Jews may have resided in 
Rumania for centuries. 

This is the pattern of World War I Poland 
repeated, when Jews were excluded from the 
universities, etc. 

WHATEVER THE reason, anyone who 
will seek to impose on the Rumanian situa- 
tion a theory that is only a theory and come 
to the conclusion that this is some Zionist 


‘machination is in our view trading lives for

We'll let the readers draw their own con- 
clusion from this sorry attempt to wage war 
on the Zionists at the expense of Jews flecing 
to freedom. 
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A Tribute to a Favorite Teacher

It was my privilege to know Jonah B. 
Wise when he was the rabbi of the Reform 
Temple in Portland, Ove., from 1906 to 1923. 
He succeeded Stephen Wise and it took a 
great deal of courage and charm to stand in 
the boots of that seven-league star. The fact 
that Jonah was the son of 
Isaac Mayer Wise helped a 
‘bit. It assured enough toler- 
ance to permit his own 
unique virtues to assert 
themselves. 

There was no man who 
could talk about Mark Twain 
more convincingly than 
Jonah. There was a decided 
empathy between the young 
Rabbi Weinstein yabbi and some of Twain's 
droll characters. 

WHEN JONAH added a scene from Shake- 
speare to one from “Connecticut Yankee,” we 
were in for an especially delightful literary 
treat; and when, on Saturday mornings, he 
would somehow relate the text to his beloved 
Bill Shakespeare and Samuel Clemens, we were 
happily entranced at- the juncture of three 
excellencies. 

Jonah could be spellbinding before a doz- 
en elderly women and a few stray men ‘at 
the Saturday morning services and simply 
captivating in the study or the locker room. 
But a large audience, especially on state oc- 
casions, cast a peculiar spell on him. He 
became pedestrian and wooden. He seemed 
afraid to own up to any emotion. He dreaded 
most the accusation of being sentimental. It 
embarrassed those of us who loved him that 
he so consistently hid his talents when it was 
most important that they be revealed. But 
in his personal relationship he was so hu- 
mane, so permissive, so supportive that no 
one would hesitate to talk to him even of 
that of which he was ashamed. 

MANY OPPORTUNITIES came his way 
because he was the son of so illustrious a 
father and he served the Jewish community 
magnificently through the Joint Distribution 
committee and the “Message of Israel.” But 
there was also the feeling that he could never 
quite rise above the tall shadow of his fath- 
er’s eminence. His was indeed a mixed bless- 
ing. 

He was a favorite of the Orthodox, East 
European community. They forgave him his 
religious heresy because he did so much to 
help them find themselves in the community. 
He never patronized them. Together with 


Portland’s most generous philanthropist, Ben 
Selling, he enabled many Russian and Polish 
immigrants to send for other members of 
their families. It was often my privilege to 
translate the vivid effusive thanks of the new- 
comers to the beardless American rav. 

MANY OF their sons chose the rabbinate 
because Jonah Wise had made the role of 
the rabbi so meaningful in that beautiful, 
Far Western city,

Gordon, Alvin Fine and the writer were all 
encouraged by him to attend the Hebrew 
Union college or the Jewish Institute of Re- 
ligion. He once said that he was satisfied to 
hold the fort until the children of Orthodox 
homes would come into the ranks of Reform. 

Liberals like John Reed, Erskine Scott 
Wood, Sara Bard Field, William T. Foster 
found in Jonah the only minister who under- 
Stood their role in a community that had 
retreated from liberal, populist enthusiasms 
into a rigid reactionary Republicanism. He 
did not consider the pulpit a soap-box for 
himself, but he valiantly defended the right 
of any man to speak his mind from it. 


HE REMAINED faithful to his appointed 
task. He wore gracefully the mantle of his 
father, though there were times when he 
felt he was cut for another cloth. 

In the Yeshiva Shel Maala he will re 
port to the father: “The burden was often 
heavy and the road long, but I have borne 
the mission with dignity and honor. Let me 
know the reward of peace.”

SPETT is an obsolete, 18th century German term meaning

It has no connection with the

name is probably a trade name having been imposed on 
a dealer in rags or small remnants of cloth. The trade 
flourished in the 18th century because paper was then 
made of cloth. Galician Jews rarely had a chance to choose 
their family names in 1789. As a rule it was imposed on 
them by commissioners—some of whom were natives of 
distant parts of Germany—who drew on their own provincial 
vocabulary for the purpose,
